Gamma globulin, scrum is an important de­ 
velopment tint may bold answers to stopping 
polio. But don’t expect miracles. There are 
many problems yet to be solved, 
Dr. Clarice H. Hayfett, county health offi­ 
cer, hat answered a series of questions with the 
hope that the answers will make the situation 
during the coming polio season a little clearer 
for parents. Here they are: 
Q—Will our children get gamma globulin 
protection against polio m 1963* 
A—Yes, if a member of your household gets 
polio. Gamma globulin will be available to 
children and adults, Rp to 30 years erf age, 
who regularly reside in the household cf the 
polio patient. Pregnant women of any age 
living in the household may also receive it. 


(¿—W hy is gamma globulin limited to house* 
hold members of polio patients? 
A—Medical authorities agree that gamma 
globulin would help prevent polio in all chil­ 
dren who may have had contact with a polio 
patient. However, the extremely short supply 
of gamma globulin must be used for those run­ 
ning the greatest risk of getting polio-the 
household members of polio patients. Marin 
county will receive about 80 do&es of the na­ 
tional supply of one million do»es of gamma 
globulin that will be used for polio prevention 
in 1953. 
(¿ -W ill gamma globulin keep my children 
from getting polio? 
A—Experiments on 55,000 children in 1951 
and 1952 proved that gamma globulin protects 
a child against polio for a period of one to six 
weeks. Within the first week after injection, it 
will make the disease less severe, but will not 
prevent it It is of no value in treating polio. 
(¿—How do I get gamma globulin for 
ty 
family? * . 
A—Your doctor will request gamma globulin 
from the Health Department for the eligible 
members of your household, after Jbe has deter» 
mined that a member of your house he'd * as 
polio. Your doctor will, in turn, administer it 
(¿-Does the health department determine 
who will get gamma globulin for polio? 
A-Netther the, health department nor your 
doctor decides this. The policy of giving gamma 
globulin^to household members of polio pa­ 
tients has been set by a national panel of scien­ 
tists and adopted by t.he California Advisory 
Committee on Gamma Globulin.' 
Q -Is it compulsory for my children to have 
gamma globulin„ 
A—No. Your doctor may recommend and 
give it with your approval. 
Q—W hat will it cost? 
A—Gamma globulin for polio protection will 


not cost you anything. You should expect to 
pay your doctor for the costs of administering 
it. 
Q—Can I buy it at a drug store? 
A-No, the entire commercial supply of gam­ 
ma globulin for 1953 has been purchased by 
the National Foundation few Infantile Paralysis 
and turned over to the Office of Defense Mobil­ 
ization for the national gamma globulin polio 
prevention program this year. 
(¿-What is gamma globulin? 
i 
A-Gamma globulin is a protein material 
which is extracted from human blood. It is used 
to prevent measles. Its most recent use is for 
the prevention of polio. 
(¿-What about a polio vaccine? 
A—Our best hope for the prevention of polio 
lies in the development of a polio vaccine 
which would give an immunity for several 
years. Such a vaccine has already shown prom­ 
ising results in experimental use. Medical au­ 
thorities feel that a satisfactory vaccine for gen­ 
eral use will be available within the next two 
or three years. 
Q—Hoiv is blood collected for the produc­ 
tion of gamma globulin? 
A -The American Red Cross has accepted 
the responsibility of getting the p u b l i c to 
donate blood for gamma globulin production, 
in addition to its previous responsibility of 
blood collection: for civilian and military pur­ 
poses. Red Cross do« not distribute gamma 
globulin. The future of the entire gamma giob- 
ulin prograin for polio depends upon the sup 
port which you and the public give to the Red 
Cross blood program. 
Dr. Hayiett urges all parents to 
keep an 
especially sharp eye on the children’* during 
the polio season and to immediately report to 
your doctor if signs of polio become evident
